He told him that unless 
the tent was removed at once Mr. Ward 
would commefice contempt proceedings 
nst the persons responsible for placing 
it on the lake front. Mr. Doherty forthwith 
revoked the permit, which had been issued in 
his absence from his ‘office to Robert E. 
Burke of thé Democratic Campafgn com- 
mittee. 

At first the Democratic committee was in- 
clined to pay no heed to the revocation, say- 
ing that, inasmuch as the Grand y of the 
Republic had been permitted to place tents

ALSCHULER SAYS HE FEARS CON- 
TIROL OF LORIMER. 
Democratic Nominee for Governor De- 
olares the Nomination of the Repub- 
lican Candidate Was Inspired by 
the Chicage Congressman and That 
the Same Influence Would Be Ex- 
tended to the Statehouse — Four 
Speeches in the Evening. 


Samuel Alschuler, Democratic candidate 
for Governor, last night made four speeches 
to demonstrative audiences, the. largest of 
which was in Princess Rink, 556 West Madi- 
son street. This meeting had been called by 
the Eleventh Ward Democratic club as a 
reception to the nominee, and there were a 
number of women in the hall and on the 
stage. John J. Hayes presided. 

Mr. Alschuler started in at once with an at- 
tack on Richard Yates, by inferring that his 
opponent would be the tool of William Lori- 
mer should he be elected. Mr. Alschuler 
read a newspaper clipping, in which the Re- 
publican candidate was credited with the 
statement that no man could be better than 
his party, nor could he rise above the in- 
fluences of the men who secured his position.

That James R. Mann will be re#lected to 
Congress from the First District of Illinois , 
ig one of ‘the. certainties in politics. Cook 
County would have to go over 100,000 Dem- 
ocratic to beat him, and even the wildest 
claims of Robert Emmet Burke do not réach 
that figure. 

The First District is the Republican strong- 
hold of Illinois. It is made up of the Third 
Ward, the Fourth east of Wentworth ave- 
nue, the Thirty-first, Thirty-second, Thirty- 
third, and Thirty-fourth, and the count 
towns of Rich, Bloom, Orland, Breman, 
Thornton, Calumet, and Worth. Two years 
ago the district gave a Republican plurality 
ot 17,082, and in 1896 the figures were 28,459. 
At that election Congressman Muon claimed 
he had the largest majority of any member 
of the Fifty-fifth Congress. rs 
Today there is nothing to indicate that 
Congressman Mann will fall short of the 
usual m ty in his district. There are 
no troubles: inside the Republican party 
there, and if the Democrats are making any 
contest it 1 not.visible to the eye. Two 
years ago the Democrats nominated a strong 
candidate in Rollin B. Organ, and while he 
had no chance of election he cut into the 
Republican vote somewhat. This time the 
Democratic candidate is Leon Hornstein, 
an unknown quantity, who has hardly been 
heard. of during the campaign. 


Foss Also Sure to Win. 


George Edmund Foss, the Republican can- 
didate in the Seventh Congressional District, 
is another candidate who is sure of election. 
His district is composed of the Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, and Twenty-seventh Wards of 
Chicago, that part of the Twenty-fifth Ward 
north of Diversey street and west of Hal- 
sted, the Twenty-sixth Ward north of Bel- 
mont avenue, the Towns of ston, Niles, 
New Trier, Northfield, Wheeling, Palatine, 
and Barrington, in Cook County and the 
County of Lake. 

In 1898 the Republican plurality in the 
district was 12,331 and in 1896 it was 20,297. 
f. Democrats have nominated William 
Pe k, a lawyer, residing in the Twenty- 
seventh Ward, in opposition to Congressman 
Foss, but no one has any idea he will be 
elected. . 

In the Fifth Congressional District a lively 
fightison. This is one of the Illinois districts 
now represented by a Democratic Congress- 
man which the Republicans hope to capture, 
and they certainly have more than a fighting 
chance. It is a close district, and has been 
ee by Republicans and Democrats alter- 
nately. 

The district is composed of the Eleventh, 
Thirteenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, and 
‘Eighteenth Wards of Chicago. Of these the 
Eleventh Ward is Republican in a Pres} 
dential year, but it is not a ward of many 
votes. The Seventeenth also is Republican, 


and a small ward. The Thirteenth promises 


a -sized Repüblican majority. On the. 
other hand, thé Sixteenth and Eighteenth 
Wards are strongly Democratic and the lat- 
ter, although, not a ge ward, on one oc- 
casion gave the large:@, Democratic majority 
of any ward in.Chicago. The Eighteenth is 
the home of William F. Mahony, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, and he is popular there. 
In 1896 George E. White, the Republican 
candidate, defeated Edward Noonan, Demo- 
crat, by 3,078 plurality. Two years later 
Noonan beat White by 3,168. . 


Democrats at Odds. 

The thing which is handicapping the Dem- 
ocrats in the Fifth district this year is an 
ante-convention quarrel, which has not yet 
been healed. William Mahoney, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, is the fast friend and for- 
mer colleague in the City Council of John 


Brennan, the Democratic boss of the Eigh- 


teenth Ward. Brennan made a combination 
before the convention with the Democratic 
managers in the Thirteenth Ward and forced 
the nomination of Mahoney over not only 
the claims of Noonan for a renomination 
but in opposition to the wishes of the Demo- 
crats in the Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
Wards, each of which had a candidate. 

The result was a rump convention, 
which nominated Noonan after considerable 
wrangling, but when the case came before 
the Election Commissioners Mahoney had 
no trouble in showing that a majority of 
the delegates to the regular convention had 
voted for him, and his name was ordered 
printed on the ticket. 

While Noonan has decided not to run in- 
dependently, there is bad blood among the 
Democrats of the Eleventh, Sixteenth, and 
Seventeenth Wards, and while Mahoney, 
who is rich, hopes to do away with some of 
this dissatisfaction by the aid of a liberal 
campaign fund, it is not thought he can 
close all the breaches in the p&rty ranks. 
In a Presidential year in this district a can- 
didate needs all of his party votes to succeed. 


Mahoney Runs a Brewery. 

William F. Mahoney, the Democratic can- 
didate, has been in politics in the Eighteenth 
Ward for a number of years. He hasserved 
several times as Alderman, and.his course 
in the City Council has not been such as to 
recommend him as a proper man for Con- 
gressman. He is a man of considerable 
property, has been. a saloonkeeper, and is 
now running a brewery. He has always been 
strong in his own ward, which is a peculiar 
one, and is the home of the lodging-house 
vote, but he is little known in the other 
wards of the district. 

While the Eighteenth Ward is strongly 
Democratic, it has fallen off in population 
and has not so many voters registered this 
year as in 1896. 
Charles C. Carnahan, the Republican can- 
didate, is a young lawyer of good appear- 
ance who makes an effective cam 
speech, a matter in which Mahoney is de- 
ficient. He has conducted an active cam- 
paign and it is thought he will get the united 
Republican vote of the district. 


DO NOT LIKE HEALY’S PLAN. 


Architects Say His Design for County 
Building Addition Is a 
Monstrosity. 


Architects in Chicago shuddered yesterday 
when they saw the plans of Daniel D. 
Healy, County Superintendent of Publio 
Service, for an addition on top of the 
County Building, for which a bond issue of 
$500,000 will be submitted to voters at the 
coming election. They declared that the 
County Building, with its proposed super- 
structure, would rise beside its sister bulld- 
ing, the City Hall, like the inflated and de- 
formed half of a Siamese twin which had 
outgrown its other half. ) 

An architectural monstrosity was the 
mildest definition which was given to the 
plans as published in the poster which had 
been circulated by Superintendent Healy for 
the edification of voters who are to decide the 
bond isgue. They declared that if all voters’ 
were architects there would be no doubt of 
the fate of the bond issue. 

“Aside from the probability that the 
present structure would not support the 
additions contemplated,”’ said a prominent 
architect, the hideousness of the proposed 
additional floors is enough to condemn the 
plan. The style of the present structure is 
bad enough when it hides its head among 
its taller neighbors. For this building, 
which in time may serve a useful purpose in 
showing the next generation how to erect a 
pubiit building, to aspire to elevate its head 
above its surroundings and to become a 
landmark recognizable from the lake, is a 
little too much. If additions were placed on 
the present top the whole structure probably 
would fall in, if the condition of the stone 
facings are an indication of the character of 
the bullding. |

DENEEN TELLS OF HIS WORK.

torney Deneen has issued a small 
pamphlet in which .he tells in a plain and 
modest way the story of the work which 
has been accomplished by his office during 
the time he has had charge of it. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
Criminal Courts of Cook County are called 
on to handle more cases than any similar 
tribunal in the world. Even the City of 
London falls behind Chicago, the total num- 
ber of convictions for felonies and misde- 
meanors in the English metropolis in 1898 
being 2,659, while in the Criminal Court 
of Cook County the figures were 2,819. There 
were also more persons arraigned for trial 
here than in the London courts. 

Many of the cases Mr. Deneen has had to 
handle were of such a character. that they 
imposed much extra work on the office. The 
Luetgert ease, for instance, took nine months 
for preparation and trial, seven States were 
ransacked for evidence, and the questions 
involved went outside of all ordinary crim- 
inal law and practice and required investiga- 
tions into both human anatomy end chemis- 
try. The cases of Emil Rollinger and August 
Becker, also convicted of wife murder, were 
of a similar character. Altogether, during 
his administration of the office, Mr. Deneen 
has obtained convictions in 109 cases of mur- 
der and thirteen of manslaughter. | ; 

The most noteworthy cases which have 
been handled by Mr. Deneen, however, are 
those of bankers who have been false to 
their trusts. The bankers who have been 
convicted are: 

Robert Berger of the banking firm of E. S. Dreyer 
& Co., for receiving deposits after insolvency. 

Edward 8. Dreyer, treasurer of West Chicago 
Park Commissioners, for withholding funds from 
his successor in office. 

George L. Magill, proprietor of Avenue Savings 

for receiving deposits after insolvency. 

William A. Paulsen, President of Central Trust 
= Savings Bank, receiving deposits after in- 

vency. 

Charles W. ‘Spalding, President of Globe Sav- 
ings Bank and treasurer of the State University, 
embezzlement. 

In many of the cases two, three, and 
four trials were necessary before final con- 
viction. Eleven lawyers who have proven 
false to their trust have also been convicted, 
and six “ straw bailers "’ sent to the peniten-. 
tiary. Jury-bribing has been broken up by 
vigorous prosecutions, and the only convic- 
tion for bucket-shoppingg ever had in 
Cook County was sec by Mr. Deneen. 
In none of the thousands of cases handled 
by him has the county been called upon to 
pay for the aid of lawyers outside of the 
regular employés of his office. i 


WIND WRECKS LORIMER’S TENT. 


Crowd That Seeks Music and Cam-

The “grand free concert and political 
gathering advertised by Congressman Lor- 
imer to take place in a large tent at Twelfth 
street and Ogden avenue was abruptly ter- 
minated by the heavy rain-storm last even- 
ing.

Army Officers Look Upon the New Sys- 
tem with Little Favor, as It Cur- ) 
tails Many of the Privileges They | 
Have Enjoyed Under Military Rule 
Appointments and Promotions to 
Be Made Strictly on the Merit Sys- 
tem in All the Islands. ) * 


MANILA, P. I., Sept. 30.—[Correspond- 
encée.}—Thée enactment yesterday by the 
civil commission of An act for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of an efficient and 
honest civil service in the Philippine Is- 
lands,” as prepared by President Taft, has 
pleased the Filipino people and has tended 
to displease the army. The latter is an un- 
fortunate and unintentional result. 

The provisions of this civil service bill are 
most comprehensive and complete, compris- 
ing all the executive branches of the govern- 
ment of the Philippine Islands, and its pe- 
Tusal tends to show that the qualifications of 
honest and efficient ’’ in the title are real 
intentions well carried out, and not 

catch-words. 

The bill is founded upon the principles.of 
American citil service, carefully adapted to 
local requirements. Upon recommendation 
of the Secretary of War it has been decided 
that, other things being equal, preference 
shall be given to Filipinos for civil employ- 
ment under the American Philippine gov- 
ernment, and under the provisions of this 
bill an employé, be he an American or a 
Filipino, may rise, if he show abflity and 
merit, to a good and well paid position in the 
service. 

It is the intention of the organizers that 
the Philippine service shall not degen- 
erate into a field wherein politicians may 
find opportunities to settle political obliga- 
tions. The service will be kept free from 
the stigma of political patronage or that it 
— be open to political protégés and favor- 

7 

The salaries of the several blasses of em- 
ployés have not yet been détermined, but 
these will be well paid, and it will be possible 
for men entering the lower clerkships by 
efficiency and merit to eventually become 
heads of bureaus and permanent under sec- 
retaries to important departs. 


Wide in Its Scope. | 

The bill provides for the appointment of a 
Civil Service board of three members, each 
to recelve & salary of $3,000. All appoint- 
ments to civil positions under the Military 
Governor. the several executive officers and 
bureaus and revenue collectors, in fact, all 
the different departments of the Philippine 
administration, are to be made on merit, 
determined by competitive examinations 
held at the leading cities and towns in all 
the principal islands. 

Mr. W. Leon Pepperman, who has long 
been connected with the civil service at home 
and who has made a personal study of the 
civil services maintained by Great Britain, 
France; and Holland in their Eastern col- 
onies, will be on this board, as will be Mr. 
F. W. Kiggins of the Washington Civil Serv- 
ice commission. The third member thereof 
will probably be a Filipino. President Taft 
had selected for this post Dr. Joaquin Gon- 
zalez, a most able man, but this gentleman's 
untimely death on the eve of his appointment 
has forced President Taft to find another 
native capable of meetir& the necessary re- 
quirements. 


On Non-Partisan Basis. 


The Civil Service board, under the law, has 
ample power to discharge any employé whom 
they find to be holding a position in the 
service in violation of the provisions of the 
act or the rules of the board; and section 15 
provides that religious or political affiliations 
shall in no way influence the examination 
or appointment of applicants. It is also pro- 
vided that no officer er employé of the service 
shall contribute to any political fund, and an- 
other section provides for the punishment of 
all persons making such solicitation. 


Army Is Disgruntled. 

The enactment ‘of this civil service bill 
takes away’ from the army officers a consid- 
erable degree of their power in Philippine 
civil administration. It is not pleasant for 
any body of men to be deprived of powers 
they have wielded independently, and the 
army officers do not enjoy their present ne- 
cessity of asking the Civil Service commis- 
sion for the appointment of all their civilian 
employés. From the standpoint of the army 


— 


the Military Governor of 8,000,000 Filipinos 
and the commander of 65,000 American sol- 
diers. should be forced to ask the commission 
for the appointment of a custom-house 
checker at $50 a month, and the army does not 
take to the new conditions with entirely good 
ace. 
Hut the authorities at Washington have 
decided that the Civil commission shall take 
over a certain part of the insular govern- 
ment, and to this end the administration has 
given the commission explicit orders, and 
every action taken by the commission is 
nothing more than the carrying out of the 
signed instructions given them by Secretary 


Opinion of a Filipino. 

Speaking of this civil service bill a promi- 
nent Filipino said today: * 

“The bill. requires an oath of allegiance 
from the Filipino to the United States gov- 
ernment before the former can enter the 
civil service, and this is as it should be. But 
you will find comparatively few Filipinos 
ready to take this same oath until your au- 
thorities can give them adequate protection 
against the reprisals of their revolutionary 
countrymen.”’

For the selection of members of fhe police 
force and of the Fire department in the City of 
Manila and of guards at prisons and penitentiaries 
by competitive or non-competitive examinations, or 
otherwise, as the after consultation with 
the military Governor and his approval, shall de- 
termine. 

(d). For the selection of laborers, skilled and un- 
skilled, according to the priority of their applica- 
tions, by such -competitive examinations as 
may be practicable, and which need not, if the 
board shall so limit them, relate to more than the 
capacity of the applicants to labor, their habits 
of industry and sobriety, and their honesty. 

(e). For the promotions of members of one rank 
of the classified service to the next higher rank 
by competitive examination. 

( ). For a of probation before the ap- 
pointment or employment is made 

(g). the preparation and holding at Manila, 
Tiotlo, and Cebu of open competitive examinations 
of a practical character for testing the fitness of 
applicants. | 

(h). For selection, according to average per- 
centage, from among those certified by the board 
as rated highest in such competition. 

(i). For transfers under limitations to be fixed 
by the rules from one branch of the classified 
service to another or from the federal classified 
service of the United States to the classified 
service of the ilippine Islands.

Kentucky Supreme Court, by a Strict 
Party Vote, Decides for Goebel’s 
Faction. 


Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 31.—[Special.]—The 
possession of the State offices by the Demo- 
erats was completed today when the Court 
of Appeals, by a strict party vote of 4 to 3, 
passed on the appeal from the lower court 
of all officers below Lieutenant Governor. 

The court sustained the judgment of the 
court below that the decision of the Contest 
board was final. The opinion was delivered 
by Judge Poynter and concurred in by Chief 
Justice Hazelrigg and Judges White and 
Hobson.

After an wennn absence of five 
months Samuel Wyatt, who + 
from 279 North Franklin street on May 20 
has been heard from in Manchester, Eng- 


land. He is a prisoner in that city, charged , 


with the murder of his father. 

During his residence in Chicago Wyatt 
preached at Central Baptist Church, 324 South 
Clark street. He lived alone, his wife being 
in England. He was popular with the work- 
ers in the slums of the city and there were 
many inquiries for him when he left. Inghis 
room a letter was found saying that his 
‘father had attempted to win his wife from 
him. He said that there was nothing left 
for him and that he was going to end’ all 
his troubles in the lake. 

Captain John L. Revere. then in command 
of the East Chicago Avenue Police Station. 
ordered a patrol of the lake front for several 
days, but the search was unsuccessful. Yes- 
iterday a letter from Manchester was shown 
to the police saying that Wyatt had shot his 
father and was in jail awaiting trial.

Judges of the Cook County ee and 


Circuit Courts praise highly the work of 
the State Practice commission, appointed 
to revise the law practice code of the State, 
and assert that the provisions and sugges- 
tions recommended, as published in Tus 
TRIBUNE of yesterday, should all be enacted 
by the Legislature. 7 

The Judges especially recommended the 
suggestion for the repeal of the statute that 
the jury in criminal cases shall be the judge 
of the law and the fact. 

The change in the habeas corpus law, al- 
lowing the State the right of appeal, and 
the recommendation that police justices 
should not be allowed to conduct an outside 
justice of the peace court also were regarded 
highly by the Judges. 

“Every one of the recommendations and 
suggestions of the commission I heartily in- 
dorse,” said Judge Ciifford, * and especially 
the one referring to the repeal of the statute 
that the jury shall be the judge of both the 
law and the fact in criminal cases. The 
necessity for this law has long since passed 
away. It was first adopted in England dur- 
ing the time of Erskine, there being a great 
discussion at that time as to whether or 
not the Ju of the day were usurping 
the province of the jury. Now this danger 
of usurpation has passed away and the 
statute should be repealed. The recommen- 


dation that police justices should be allowed |. 


to do nothing but police business is a good 
one and should be made a law. The recom- 
mendation should go further and abolish 


fees.” | 

Judge Phillip Stein said the recommenda- 
tions should all be adopted. . 

“The quicker the law is repealed making 
the jury in criminal cases the judges ef 
both the law and the facts the better,“ said 
Judge Stein. The law should never have 

been passed. As it is now, the court has 
the right to Instruct the jury as to the law, 
but the jury has the right to disregard the

COLORED CLAIRVOYANT 
TRACES MISSING MAN 
TO HOUSE IN CHICAGO. 


Moses Pearson Disappears from Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and Charles Stone, While 
in Trance, Describes His Arrival at 
Palmer House and Movements

Moses Pearson, an . 
appeared from his home in Nashville, Tenn., 
on Aug. 22, 1900, has been traced to Chicago 
by a clairvoyant, according to the sto 
told by the missing man’s son-in-law, H. 
Brennecke, President of the Nashville Bri- 
ness-Men's association. The power of ie 
clairvoyant to follow the old man’s wan 
ings seems to have ended in Chicago, h 
ever, and Mr. Brennecke fears that mur c 
has been committed. He arrived in the city 
yesterday, and at once solicited the aid of 
Chief of Police Kipley, to whom he related 
the revelations of the clairvoyant and * 
attending developments. 

When Mr. Pearson disappeared Mr. Bret - 
necke first sought the assistance of 
Nashville police. After they had failed to 
find any trace of the missing man, they urged 
Mr. Brennecke to consult Charles Stone, a 
colored clairvoyant, employed as a freight 
handler in the Nashville rafiroad y 
Upon being taken to the Brennecke resi- 
dence Stone went into a trance, and while 
in that condition described the wanderings 
minutely. 

According to the clairvoyant Mr. Pearejn 
came to Chicago on Aug. . and registered 
at the Palmer House under the name of A, 
W. Walker. He then went out for a walk, 
during which he purchased several small 
presents for his little granddaughter. e 
clairvoyant traced the old man’s ö 
a three-story brick or in a down- 
street, on the door of w yhich was 
bearing the name, Mrs. Washer 

Mr. Brennecke visited the Palmer Mende 
yesterday, and found that a man named A. 
W. Walker had registe on Aug. 25, and 
was ed to room 327, but could find no 
house in the locality named with a door 

plate bearing the name of Mrs. Warner. 
He believes firmly, however, in the 
voyant’s story, and will continue the search 
for his father-in-law. Mr. Pearson is 
described as 75 years old, six feet high, 
wearing a full, white beard.

The parade of all the prise winners of the 
week was by far the most interesting feat- 
ure of the evening.

No other horse has such 
a collection, and they were a unique orna- 
ment. There were enough to make a sur- 
cingle, a collar, a pair of martingale lines, 
and then a few others were deposited on the 
little horse in odd spots. The saddle horses 
in the parade were the spectaculay feature, 
but an old-time saddle horseman told me 
that there had not been one in the ring this 
week that could go the five gaits prescribed 
by the conditions of some of the events. He 
had his little kick coming and he registered 
it. Personally I am not up on the va- 
rious cavortings which pass under the name 
of saddle gaits. 


The track on which the horses are shown 
is certainly in poor shape, but Mr. T. W. 
Bell, who built the fine speedway at the. 
Stock-Yards sale stable and who was nomi- 
pally in charge when the Coliseum track was 
constructed, explained the trouble. In the 
first place, too much clay was used for a 
bed, and as it was necessary to put this on 
a pine floor and not enough sand was mixed 
in the clay, it was soft and tiring to horses. 

Then the sawdust was no help at first, al- 


though now it is taking up the moisture. 


Rolling has also done much, but the track is 
still far from what it should be, and Mr. 
Bell tells me that it is impossible to make a 
track in a day or so, as was done in this 
case, and have it at all satisfactory. A good 
many of the horses tired badly after going 
round it a few times, and then lost their 
action. This was especially true in the case 
of Lady of Quality, a mare that had shown 
high form on another track where the foot- 
ing was hard. Last night the footing was 
certainly bad, and without a firm surface for 
the horses it is absurd to expect them to 
show truly. A slow-going,: “ plug-gaited "’ 
animal has much the best of it as compared 
with a trappy horse of the highest harness 
type. By tonight the track should be much 
improved, as the roller is kept steadily at 
work when the show is not in progress.

Port Huron, Mich., Oct. 31.—[Special,]—The 
sale of the Chicago and Grand Trunk rail- 
way properties under foreclosure of the first 
mortgage was made this afternoon and was 
bid in by Charles M. Hayes, General Man- 
ager of the Grand Trunk, and E. W. Med- 
daugh, solicitor of the road, in the interest 
of the Grand Trunk railway company of 
Canada for $5,708,701. This price exactly 
covers the amount due on the first mortgage 
bonds with interest to the present time.

F. J. CARPENTER FATALLY HURT, 


Dies from Effects of Injuries Received 
While Leaving an Illinois Cen- 


Frank J. Carpenter, treasurer and general 
manager ot the Nye & Jenks Grain com- 
pany, 145 Van Buren street, died at 7.o’clock 
yesterday morning at his apartments in the 
West Terrace Hotel, 5504 Washington ave- 
nue, from injuries received on Tuesday night 
while alighting from an Illinois Central 
train at the Fifty-seventh street station. 

Mr. Carpenter, with five other passengers, 
was riding on the rear platform of the last 
car of the express train. When the train 
stopped at the Fifty-seventh street station, 
where Mr. Carpenter wished to get off, the 
end of the rear car was drawn to within 
a few feet of the station platform. Several 
of the passengers managed to push their way 
between the car and the iron ralling which 
guards the end of the platform, and when 
it came Mr. Carpenter's turn made the 
attempt, but become wedged in between the 
rail and the car. | 

His predicament was seen by the men who 
had preceded him, and they shouted to him 
to return to the car platform, This Mr. Car- 
penter was unable to do, and before he was 
enabled to move even a foot the train 
started. 

Mr. Carpenter was crushed against the tron 
railing, and when released from his perilous 
position he fell to the station platform in a 
faint. The passengers who had witnessed 
the accident carried Mr. Carpenter to the 
street. A carriage was called and he was 
taken to his home in the West Terrace Hotel“ 

Dr. Holland of Fifty-fifth street and Mon- 
poe avenue was summoned, and after mak- 
ing an examination found that Mr. Carpen- 
ter had received internal injuries. Other 
physicians were also summoned, but the in- 
jured man never regained consciousness a 
all efforts to revive him proved unsuccess- 
ful. Mr. Carpenter died at 7 o'clock yester- 
day morning in the presence of his brother 
and other immediate relatives. * 

The officers detailed to make an investiga- 
tion have thus far failed to find any of the 
persons who witnessed the accident and as- 


sisted Mr. Carpenter to his home. 


EARTHQUAKE VISITS FLORIDA. 


Eight Distinct Shocks Are Felt at Jack- 
sonville, Causing Alarm, but Re- 


Jacksonville, Fia., Oct. 81.—Bight distinct 
earthquake shocks were felt in Jacksonville 
today. The first shock was at 11:15 a. m. 
and shook some of the large buildings in the 
city. Hundreds of people believed that heavy 
ordnance was being fired in or near the city. 
At 11:26 o’clock another shock, equally as 
severe, was felt and they continued at 
fifteen-minute intervals until 12:80 o'clock. 

At 4:04 Oclock this afternoon the seventh 
shock of the day was felt, severer than any 
of the preceding ones, followed four minutes 
later by a report and a: shock, the severest 
of the day. The last distarbance made the 
window panes rattle in several sections of 
the city. 

The local weather bureau officials realized 
the nature of the first shock and kept the 
time.

PRESIDENT KRUGER’S VISIT. - 

If it be true that President Kruger in- 
tends to come to the United States, and 
if he shall come here as the “ uncrowned 
King” of the little Dutch republic, which 
has now been proclaimed part and parcel 
of the British Empire, he will undoubtedly 
be received with honor and welcomed with 
sympathy as a personal tribute, He might 
not be received with the enthusiasm which 
the Hungarian patriot, Kossuth, 
as he has not such an imposing personality 
nor that knowledge of the English tongue 
and scholarly attainments which made Kos- 
suth’s addresses so eloquent and inspiring. 
Oom Paul, however, has many sterling 
qualities. of character, and as “ a man with- 
out a country“ his welcome would be a 
warm one. From the purely personal point 
of view he may throw himself upon the 
generosity of the American people and not 
be disappointed. . 

It he shall come herer however, to ask 

the intervention of the American govern- 
ment in behalf of the independence of the 

Transvaal, that is another matter. In such 

case he must expect to be disappointed. 

The Transvaal has been officially annexed 

to Great Britain by proclamation of Lord 

Roberts, acting as the representative of 
the British government. This government 
cannot call in question the action of the 
British government nor intervene in any 

manner for the independence of the Trans- 
vaal without openly violating the law of 
nations. Such a course would be ah in- 

vasion of British domestic affatry that 

would be construed as an unfriendly act 
and if persisted in would lead inevitably 
to hostilities between the two countries. 
Much as this government may sympathize 
with the Boers for their loss of liberty and 

with Kruger for the downfall of his re- 

public it is not ready to engage in a war 
with Great Britain for the gratification: 
of its sympathy, and Kruger himself. should 
‘not expect it. If he shall come here as 
a déposed President and as a man he will 
receive a most sympathetic welcome, 


THE CONSPIRACY OF VIOLENCE. 
During the closing days of the campaign 
instances of malicious and criminal attacks 
on Republican speakers and marching clubs 
are becoming more frequent and wide- 
spread. Within a “week there have been 
violent outbreaks at several points in New 
York, Ohio, Illinois, and other States, In 
some cases men have been fatally injured. 
In almost every case life has been endan- 
gered and prominent speakers have been 
pelted with stones, brickbats, and filth. 
The appeal to free speech has been answered 
by outbreaks of mob violence. The latest 
and most striking instance of this method 
of conductipg a political campaign occurred 
in Grand Rapids, O., where on Tuesday 
night the Monclova Rough Riders’ club was 
assaulted as it was taking the train by a 
mob armed with paving stones and bars of 
iron. As a result John Hemp, one of the 
Republican marchers, had his skull crushed 
and is dying, while a number of others were 
‘more or less seriously injured. i 
The responsibility for this state of affairs 
lies directly at the door of Mr. Bryan and 
of his next friend in politics, Richard 
Croker. It is idle for reputable Democrats 
to allude to the ruffians who take part in 
such attacks as hoodlums and to point out 
that Mr. Bryan has several times expressed 
his regret that Republican speakers have 
been mobbed and beaten. They cannot 
evade the fact that but for Bryan and 
Croker such attacks would never have be- 
gun and would not now be daily growing 
more frequent and more determined and 
In the first place, every man who reads 


the newspapers knows that the Democratic 


speakers and. marching clubs are not as- 
saulted and insulted in the same way. The 
Republican party has not yet reached the 
stage of desperation where it is compelled 
to answer the arguments of its opponents 
with either brickbats or billingsgate. 

In the seeond place, every man knows that 
Mr. Bryan in his epeeches has done his best 
to stir up class hatred and to foment bitter.

The incendiary 
Democratic press has tried to make the 
great masses of the people believe that 
they are starving and down-trodden slaves 
and has urged them to rise and overthrow

It Mr. Bryan does not indorse this 
of talk he ought at once to disavow and di 
own it. That, however, be dare not do, for 
fear of offending Croker. He must stand by 
Croker's side and bear his share of the re- 
sponsibility for whatever may happen as & 
result of such dangerous and criminal ad- 
vice. He has called to bis assistance the 
brickbats and clubs of the la wless and crime 
inal clasdes of the country. The result of 
the voting on mext Tuesday will convince 
him that they by no means comprise a ma- 
jority of the people of the United States. 


“NEGRO TROOPS FOUGHT BRAVELY.” 

‘Harry Burgess, the colored servant of 
W. H. Hosler, paymaster of the Southwest 
Connelisville Coke company, has proved 


himself a hero. Though he could not save 


his master from the cowardly assault of the 
four Russian-Polish highwaymen who ex- 
pected. to capture the treasure chest of the 
company, and though outnumbered by four 
to one (the four being well armed), he 
killed one of the rascals who was at the 
horses’ heads and fatally wounded a second 
who was behind the wagon. The other two 
fled, but Burgess was equal to the occasion, 
and, driving furiously back to the town, 
gave the alarm. He headed the posse which 
went in pursuit and had the satisfaction of 
seeing one of the two robbers killed and the 
other one captured... The enly unwounded 
highwayman is now behind prison bars, 
trembling with fear at the thought that a 
furious mob may break in and lynch him. 
This Anarchist and his comrades seem to 
have believed that they could do about as 
they pleased in this “ land of freedom,” and 
that neither the capitalistic hireling of a 
paymaster nor the colored boy who accom- 
panied him would dare to resist them. They 
made a serious mistake. Hereafter ama* 
teur highwaymen in that part of Pennsyl- 
vania will have a higher opinion of the 
fighting qualities of coloréd men. They 
will give other men of that race credit for 
possessing the same pluck in the face of 
unexpected danger that Burgess displayed. 
Those who are familiar with the race have 
long. known the negro is a good fighter. 
“The negro troops fought bravely" was 
said with great truth before Burgess was 
born. The statement has been made with 


equal truth within the last two years con- 


cerning colored soldiers serving in Cuba 
and the Philippines. Burgess’ bravery is 
notable fer the fact that he was cool, alert, 
and brave under conditions which would 
have unnerved most men of any race or 


color.

PERJURED WITNESS IN GOEBEL SUITS. 

Finley Anderson, one of the chief wit- 
nesses for the prosecution fn the trial of 
Caleb Powers for the murder of William 
Goebel, has confessed under oath that 
he perjured himself on the witness stand. 
He further declares that the false testi- 
mony he gave at the trial and which was 
largely instrumental in securing the con- 
viction of Powers was suggested to him 
by Arthur Goebel, brother of the murdercd 
man, and by. others connected with the. 
prosecution of the case, and that they paid 
him in all $300 for his perjury. 

Looked at from any standpgint Ander- 
son is a self-confessed perjurer. If he 
is telling the truth now he was certainly 
lying when he swore Caleb Powers into 
the penitentiary. Without raising any ques- 
tion as to-which of his sworn statements 
is the true one, it is sufficiently apparent 


that no man ought to be tried and con- 


demned on the charge of: murder on the 
testimony of such a wretch. It is ad- 
mitted that the strongest witness produced 
against Powers was this same Anderson. 
It was his evidence which gave force and 
relevancy to the testimony of other wit- 
nesses, which without it would have been 
without much force. Now he has dem- 
onstrated beyond need of further question or 
proof that he is not a man who can be be- 
lieved under oath. If the courts of Ken- 
tucky desire to retain any shadow of reputa- 
tion for justice they can do no less than 
to give the condemned man the benefit 
of a new trial at once. If it is possible to 
substantiate the statement of young Ander- 
son that perjury was suggested to him and 
paid for by relatives and friends of the 
dead Goebel, the courts further ought to 
see that these men are punished to the 
full extent of the law. | *
